(Revised 4-88) #2 There shall 
be two classifications of membership known 
as (a) “Playing Members", (who shall be) 
those members who may, by their golfing 
membership category in A.G.C.C., partici- 
pate in the golfing activities arranged by 
this club by paying specified dues and 
complying with rules of the organization, 


and (b) "Non-Playing members, "those men- 
bers who participate only in the social 
activities provided by the Women of 
A.G.C.C. #3 Golfing Guest: It is the privi- 
lege of each member to entertain golfing 
guests of A.G.C.C. as follows: The number 
of times the same person may be entertained 
ds a guest shall not be more than once 
every 2 months. 
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Special permission may be granted for more 
than once every 2 months upon written 
request to the Women of A.G.C.C., Executive 
Committee. 


ARTICLE IV, Fiscal and Finance Policies: 
#1. No dues shall be paid by non-playing 
members other than those required by the 
A.G.C.C. Annual dues of an amount to be 
decided by the paying membership shall be 
payable in January of each year by every 
player. All dues shall be used only for 
golfing activities. The same dues shall be 
charged any Non-Resident member who desires 
to become a playing member. Non-resident 
members may participate in all golfing 
activities other than the Championship 
Tournament. Dues may not be changed by any 
vote less than that required to amend the 
By-Laws. Eligibility to compete in the 
Championship Tournament shall be a member 
in good standing and to have paid the 
yearly dues of the Women's Club by July 1st 
of the current year. (revised 11-6;4-88) #3 
To provide a guideline for yearly expenses, 
a proposed budget of Golf and Activities 
funds shall be presented at the March 
meeting for approval by the membership. 
The president’ shall appoint a_ budget 
committee to prepare the activities and 
golf budget. (revised 4-88) #4 At the end 
of the calendar year, all financial records 
shall be audited by a committee appointed 
by the President. 
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ARTICLE V:#1. Officers of this club shall 
be a President, Vice-President, Golf Chair- 
man, and Assistant Golf Chairman, both of 
whom shall be playing members, a Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Social Chairman or Co-Chair. 
The Vice-President shall serve as President 
the succeeding year. In the absence of the 
President or the Vice-President, the Golf 
Chairman shall preside at the meeting.#2. 
At the regular meeting held the first Tues-— 
day in September, a nominating committee of 
five shall be appointed by the President. 
Chairman of the committee shall be immedi- 
ate Past President. The committee shall 
present a list of candidates for office by 
the first Tuesday in October, said list to 
be posted on the bulletin board in the wo- 
men's locker room, containing the names of 
the six or more candidates for office non- 
inated by it. Any five members of the wo- 
men's organization May nominate a candidate 
for any position on the Board, by posting 
on the women's bulletin board, over their 
signatures, the names of candidates at 
least 10 days prior to the regular Noven- 
ber meeting. No other names, except those 
posted on the bulletin board, as herein 
provided, shall be presented for election. 
Thereafter, and at the regular November 
meeting, an election shall be held, at 
which time the officers of the Club shall 
be elected from the list presented by the 
nominating committee and those names posted. 
Officers shall be elected to serve one 
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year, and shall be installed in December. 
All officers shall function from January 1 
to January 1. #3 Members of the Board 
shall be the elected officers, the immedi- 
ate Past President, all standing committee 
chairmen, and the golf committee. #4 In the 
event any elected officer should prove 
unable to complete her term, the Board 
shall be authorized to select a replace- 
ment. Her(which) replacement shall _ be 
approved by the membership at the next 
regular meeting. #5. The President shall 
appoint all committees except those which 
have to do with golf. The latter will be 
appointed by the Golf Chairman. 


ARTICLE VI. Meetings: #1. Regular meetings 
shall be held on the second Tuesday of 
January, first Tuesday of March, April, 
June, September, and the second Tuesday in 
November, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Board. #2. The 2nd Tuesday in Jan. shall be 
set aside for the express purpose of dis- 
cussing both general and golf plans and 
policies for the ensuing year. #3. The 
first Tuesday in December shall be the 
annual meeting and installation. #4.0n 
months when a regular meeting is not held, 
the Golf Chairman or Assistant Golf Chair- 
man may conduct an informal golf meeting 
and act on any problem pertaining to golf. 
#5. The President shall hold regular board 
meetings the last Tuesday of each month. 
Additional meetings may be called at her 
discretion. 
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Section 6. The Board shall have the 
authority to conduct any special business 
in an executive capacity. 


ARTICLE VII, Golf: #1. The Golf Chairman 
shall appoint a golf committee, as well as 
all other appointments pertaining to golf. 
All Golfing activities shall be under her 
supervision. The Golf Committee shall 
consist of the Golf Chairman, Assistant 
Golf Chairman, Handicap Chairman and two 
other members at large. The Golf Committee 
shall assist the Chairman in whatever way 
deemed necessary. #2 The Golf Chairman 
shall maintain a permanent record of 
procedures followed or changes made during 
her term of office and leave it with the 
incoming chairman. #3 Eighteen hole 
tournaments shall be played every Tuesday 
from the second Tuesday in March through 
October 31st, inclusive. From November 1st 
to the second Tuesday in March inclusive, 
nine hole tournaments shall be played 
(November through February) as well as for 
the Opening Breakfast. #4 Tuesday's play 
will not be held on holidays. #5 In case of 
inclement weather, it shall be the decision 
of the Golf Chairman or the Assistant Golf 
chairman either to modif or cancel the 
day's play. (The Golf Chairman or Assis- 
tant Golf Chairman, or in their absence, 
the chairman of the day, shall decide on 


none or eighteen hole tournament on Tues-— 
day's play. 
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#6 A program of golf activities for chil- 
dren under the age of 18 of members of the 
club is to be encouraged. (Under the 
sponsorship of the Women of A.G.C.C. #7 A 
Proprietary or an Associate member's child 
over 18 yrs. of age, living at home, pro- 
vided she has not reached her 24th birth- 
day, may participate in all women's golf 
activities and tournaments’ subject’ to 
established rules. 


ARTICLE VIII, Amendments to the By-Laws. #1 
(These by-laws may be amended by a two 
thirds vote at any regular meeting, pro- 
vided notification was made at the previous 
meeting, and that 40% of the paid-up men- 
bership is present.

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BY-LAWS, WOMEN OF A.G.C.C. 


ARTICLE I, Name: The name of this club shall be "The Women of 
Astoria Golf and Country Club". 


ARTICLE II, Purpose: The purpose of this organization shall 
be to promote the advancement of golf and good sportmanship 
through Tuesday competitive play, tournaments and social 
activities. 


ARTICLE III, Membership: #1 All members or wives of members, 
in all membership categories (Proprietary, Non-Resident, and 
Associate) of A.G.C.C.shall be eligible to membership. 
(Revised 4-88) #2 There shall be two classifications of 
membership known as (a) "Playing Members", (who shall be) 
those members who may, by their golfing membership category in 
A.G.C.C., participate in the golfing activities arranged by 
this club by paying specified dues and complying with rules of 
the organization, and (b) "Non-Playing members, "those members 
who participate only in the social activities provided by the 
Women of A.G.C.C. #3 Golfing Guest: It is the privilege of 
each member to entertain golfing guests of A.G.C.C. as 
follows: The number of times the same person may be enter- 
tained as a guest shall not be more than once every two 
nonths. : 

Special permission nay be granted for more than once every 2 
nonths upon written request to the Women of A.G.C.C. Executive 
Committee. 


ARTICLE IV: Fiscal and Finance Policies: #1 No dues chall be 
paid by non-playing members other than those required by the 
A.G.C.C. #2 Annual dues of an amount to be decided by the 
paying membership shall be payable in January of each year by 
every player. All dues shall be used only for golfing 


activities. a) 6 


The same dues shall be charged any Non-Resident member who 
desires to become a playing member. Non-resident members nay 
participate in all golfing activities other than the Champion- 
ship Tournament. Dues may not be changed by any vote less 
than that required to amend the By-Laws. Bligibility to 
compete in the Championship Tournament shall be a member in 
good standing and to have paid the yearly dues of the Women's 
Club by February 1st of the current year. (revised 11-6,4- 
88,4-95) #3 To provide a guideline for yearly expenses, a 
proposed budget of Golf Activities funds shall be presented at 
the March meeting for approval by the membership. The 
President shall appoint a budget committee to prepare the 
activities and golf budget. (revised 4-88) #4 At the end of 
the calendar year, all financial records shall be audited by 
a committee appointed by the President. 

ARTICLE V #1. Officers of this club shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Golf Chairman, and Assistant Golf Chairman, 
both of whom shall be playing members, a Secretary, Treasurer, 
and Social Chairman or Co-Chairman. The Vice-President shall 
serve as President the succeeding year. In the absence of the 
President or the Vice-President, the Golf Chairman shall 
preside at the meeting. #2 The nominating committee, 
consisting of five (5) persons, shall be elected by the 
Bxecutive Board. Chairman of the committee shall be immediate 
Past President. The committee shall present a list of 
candidates for office by the first Tuesday in October, said 
list to be posted on the bulletin board in the women's locker 
roon, containing the names of the six or more candidates for 
office nominated. Thereafter, and at the regular November 
meeting, an election shall be held, at which time the officers 
of the Club shall be elected from the list presented by the 
nominating committee and those names nominated from the floor. 
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Officers shall be installed in December and shall function 
fron January 1 to January 1. 

#3 Members of the Board shall be the elected officers, the 
innediate Past President, all standing committee chairmen, and 
the golf committee. 

#4 In the event any elected officer should prove unable to 
complete her term, the Board shall be authorized to select a 
replacement. Her (which) replacement shall be approved by the 
membership at the next regular meeting. #5 The President 
shall appoint all committees except the nominating committee 
and those which have to do with golf. The latter will be 
appointed by the Golf Chairman. (This section was originally 
Article VI, Section 1.) 


ARTICLE VI Meetings: #1 Regular meetings shall be held on the 
second Tuesday of January, first Tuesday of March, April, 
June, September, and the second Tuesday in November, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Board. #2 The second Tuesday in 
January shall be set aside for the express purpose of discuss- 
ing both general and golf plans and policies for the ensuing 
year. #3 The first Tuesday in December shall be the annual 
neeting and installation. #4 On months when a regular meeting 
is not held, the Golf Chairman or assistant Golf Chairman nay 
conduct an informal golf meeting and act on any problen 
pertaining to golf. #5 The President shall hold regular board 
meetings the last Tuesday of each month. Additional meetings 
may be called at her discretion. #6 The Board shall have the 
authority to conduct any special business in an executive 
capacity. 


ARTICLE VII #1 The Golf Chairman shall appoint a golf 
committee, as well as all other appointments pertaining to 
golf. All golfing activities shall be under her supervision. 
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The Golf Committee shall consist of the Golf Chairman, 
Assistant Golf Chairman, Handicap Chairman, and two other 
members at large. The Golf Committee shall assist the Golf 
Chairman in whatever way deemed necessary. #2 The Golf 
Chairman shall maintain a permanent record of procedures 
followed or changes made during her terms of office and leave 
it with the incoming Golf Chairman. #3 Eighteen hole tourna- 
ments shall be played every Tuesday (from the second Tuesday 
in March through October 31st, inclusive) Nine hole tourna- 
ments shall be played November through February as well as for 
the Opening Breakfast. #4 Tuesday's play will not be held on 
holidays. #5. In case of inclement weather, it shall be the 
decision of the Golf Chairman or the Assistant Golf Chairman 
either to modify or cancel the days' play. (The Golf Chairman 
or Assistant Golf Chairman, or in their absence, the chairman 
of the day, shall decide on nine or eighteen hole tournament 
on Tuesday's play.) #6 A program of golf activities for 
children under the age of 18 of members of the club is to be 
encouraged. (Under the sponsorship of the Women of Astoria 
Golf and Country Club.) #7 A Proprietary or an Associate 
member's child over 18 years of age living at home, provided 
she has not reached her 24th birthday, may participate in all 
women's golf activities and tournaments subject to established 
Tules. 


ARTICLE VIII Amendments to the By-laws: #1 These By-Laws may 
be amended by a two-thirds vote at any regular meeting, 
provided notification was made at the previous meeting. and 
that 40% of the paid membership is present. Ten days notice 
posted on the bulletin board shall be given all members prior 
to a vote amending these By-Laws.

Prepare for your shot while others are hitting. 


Never walk to your ball without the proper club or, if 
in doubt, clubs in hand. 


Stay up with the foursome ahead even to the point of 
creating a momentary wait on your next shot. 


Move directly off the green after putting out. Write 
your score down on the next tee. 


Be on the first tee at least 10 minutes before your tee 
time ready to tee off. 


BE GOOD STEWARDS OF THE GOLF COURSE 


1. Repair ball marks on the green. After all have putted 
out, repair severe spike marks. 


2. Replace or repair divots on the fairway. 
- 3. Place the flag on the green, don’t drop it. 


4. Remove and replace the flag stick carefully so as not 
to damage the hole. 


5. Do not lean on your putter when removing your ball 
from the hole. 


6. Stay on the paths with your cart when the signs tell you 
to do so.

TUESDAY PLAY 


1. Awards for day’s play, including Putt Pot, will be 
credited to the winners’ accounts by the Pro Shop. 

2. A minimum of 12 players must complete the days 
play for awards to be given. This does not apply to 
tournaments. 

3. Inthe event of inclement weather, the Golf Chairman 
or the Asst. Chairman, will decide to either modify or 
cancel the day’s play. If necessary to cancel the day’s 
play, notice will be posted before the first start time. 

4. Score cards must be exchanged in the group so that 
no player is keeping her own score. 

5. All putts MUST be holed out. 

6.Each player must turn in a score card, one player per 
card. A stamped imprint showing the name, class, 
handicap, eccs and chip-ins must appear on the upper left 
hand corner of the cover of the card. The stamp will be 
in the Locker Room. All cards must be filled out legibly, 
signed by the scorer and attested by the player and dated. 
The eclectic holes are to be circled on the eclectic cards. 
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SPECIAL PLAYS 


TIN WHISTLE: Take net scores as they fall. Six 
pts. are awarded for an eagle, 4 for a birdie, 3 for 
par, 2 for bogey & | for a double bogey. Most 
points accumulated determines the winner. 


SCRAMBLE: All players tee off, decide best drive: 
and hit from there. Decide best second shot, hit 
from there and so on until ball is holed.

The purpose of this organization shall be to promote the advancement 
of golf and good sportsmanship through Tuesday competitive play, 
tournaments and social activities. 


ARTICLE II] Membership 

Section |. All members or wives of members. in all membership 
categories (Proprietary. Non-Resident. and Associate) of Astoria Golf 
and Country Club shall be eligible to membership. (Revised 4-88) 


Section 2. There shall be two classifications of membership known as 
(a) “Playing Members,” (who shall be) those members who may, by 


their golfing membership category in Astoria Golf and Country Club, 
participate in the golfing activities arranged by this club by paying 


specified dues and complying with rules of the organization, and (b) 
~Non-Plaving Members.” those members who participate only in the 


social activities provided by the Women of Astoria Golf and Country 
Club. 


Section 3. Golfing Guest: It is the privilege of each member to entertain 
golfing guests of Astoria Golf and Country Club as follows: 

The number of times the same person may be 

entertained as a guest shall not be more than 

once every two months. 
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By-Laws, cont'd. 
Special permission may be granted for more 
than once every two (2) months upon written 
request to the Women of Astoria Golf and 
Country Club, Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE IV Fiscal and Finance Policies 


Section 1. No dues shall be paid by non-playing members other than 
those required by the Astoria Golf and Country Club. 


Section 2. Annual dues of an amount to be decided by the playing 
membership shall be payable each year by every player. All dues shall 
be used only for golfing activities. To facilitate golf activities active 
members dues will be assessed on February |" of each year. This to be 
refundable upon request to those unable to participate. Dues may not 
be changed by any vote less than that required to amend the By-Laws. 
(Eligibility to compete in any Tournament shall be a member in good 
standing and to have paid the yearly dues, of Women’s Club.) (Revised 
11-6; 4-88:4-95; 11-11-97) 


Section 3. To provide a guideline for yearly expenses, a proposed 
budget of Golf and Activities funds shall be presented at the April 
meeting for approval by the membership. The President shall appoint 
a budget committee to prepare the activities and golf budget. (Revised 
4-8) 


Section 4. At the end of the calendar year, all financial records shall be 
audited by a committee appointed by the President. 


ARTICLE V. Officers and Elections 
Section 1. The officers of this Club shall be a President, Vice-President, 
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By-Laws, cont'd. 


Golf Chairman and Assistant Golf Chairman, both of whom shall be 
playing members, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and a Social Chairman or 
Co-Chairmen. The Vice-President shall serve as President thes 
succeeding year. In the absence of the President or the Vice-President, . 
the Golf Chairman shall preside at the meeting. 


Section 2. The nominating committee, consisting of five (5) persons, , 
shall be elected by the Executive Board. Chairman of the committee 
shall be immediate Past President. The committee shall present a list of} 
candidates for office by the first Tuesday in October, said list to be: 
posted on the bulletin board in the women’s locker room, containing | 
the names of the six or more candidates for office nominated. . 
Thereafter, and at the regular November meeting, an election shall be 
held, at which time the officers of the club shall be elected from the list | 
presented by the nominating committee and those names nominated 
from the floor. Officers shall be installed in December and shall | 
function from January 1 to January 1 or until their successors are} 
elected. 


Section 3. Members of the Board shall be the elected officers, the ! 


immediate Past-President, all standing committee chairmen, and the golf |! 
committee. 


Section 4. In the event any elected officer should prove unable to} 
complete her term, the Board shall be authorized to select a replacement. 


Her (which) replacement shall be approved by the membership at the 
next regular meeting. 


Section 5. The President shall appoint all committees except the 
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nominating committee and those which have to do with golf. The latter 
will be appointed by the Golf Chairman. (This section was originally 
Article VI, Section 1. 


ARTICLE VI Meetings 


Section 1. Regular meetings shall be held on the second Tuesday of 
January, first Tuesday of April, June, September, and the second 
Tuesday in November, unless otherwise ordered by the Board. 


Section 2. The second Tuesday in January shall be set aside for the 
express purpose of discussing both general and golf plans and policies 
for the ensuing year. 


Section 3. The first Tuesday in December shall be the annual meeting 
and installation. 


Section 4. On months when a regular meeting is not held, the Golf 
a or assistant Golf Chairman may conduct an informal golf 


meeting and act on any problem pertaining to golf. 


Section 5. The President shall hold regular board meetings the last 
Tuesdav_of each month. Additional meetings may be called at her 
discretion. 


Section 6. The Board shall have the authority to conduct any special 
business in an executive capacity. 
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ARTICLE VII. Golf 

Section 1. The Golf Chairman shall appoint a golf committee, as well 
as all other appointments pertaining to golf. All golfing activities shall 
be under her supervision. The Golf Committee shall consist of the Golf 
Chairman. Assistant Golf Chairman, Handicap Chairman and two other 
members at large. The Golf Committee shall assist the Golf Chairman 


‘ in whatever way deemed necessary. 
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Section 2. The Golf Chairman shall maintain a permanent record of 
procedures followed or changes made during her terms of office and 
leave it with the incoming Golf Chairman. 


Section 3. Eighteen hole tournaments shall be played every Tuesday 
(from the second Tuesday in April through October 31". inclusive). 
(From November 1“ to the second Tuesday in March, inclusive.) Nine 
hole tournaments shall be played November through March as well as 
for the Opening Breakfast. 


Section 4. Tuesday's play will not be held on holidays. 


Section 5. In case of inclement weather, it shall be the decision of the 
Golf Chairman or the Assistant Golf Chairman either to modify or 
cancel the day's play. (The Golf Chairman or Assistant Golf Chairman. 
or in her absence, the Pro Shop, will decide on nine or eighteen hole 
tournament on Tuesdays’ Play. 


Section 6. A program of golf activities for children under the age of 18 
of members of the club is to be encouraged. (Under the sponsorship of 


By-Laws, cont'd 
the Women of Astoria Golf and Country Club.) 


Section 7. A Proprietary or an Associate member’s child over 18 years 
of age living at home, provided she has not reached her 23% birthday, 
may participate in all women’s golf activities and tournament subject to 
established rules. 


ARTICLE VIII. Amendments to the By-Laws 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote at any 
regular meeting, provided notification was made at the previous 
meeting, and that 40% of the paid-up membership is present. Ten days 
notice posted on the bulletin board shall be given all members pnor to 
vote of amending these By-Laws.
